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NEW RULES FOR ORDERING A CONVOY

John J. Beshara 

One area In which the rulebook is vague concerns problems which occur when an 
army is ordered to be convoyed. Example:. ■ ... 

■ ENGLAND: " A Lon — Bel s ■ 

FRANCE: F Eng (C) ENGLISH A Lon— Bel 

■«■ GERMANY: . F Nth (C) ENGLISH A Lon— Bel 

.RUSSIA: F Ska— Nth, F Nor (S) F Ska— Nth 

Here the army being convoyed is being transported totally by a foreign fleet and 
there is a conflict in orders, particularly since F Nth is dislodged. If England 
and France were allied against Germany and Russia, -then the latter should be com- 
mended for coming up with a brilliant defensive coup. Nevertheless the failure of 
the rules to clarify the ambiguity does abridge the rights of England and France. 

The problem I ! ve chosen as an example is only one of many, all of which involve 
the convoy of an army either totally cr partially by foreign fleets . In my view 
the ambiguity in the rulebook is an error of omission rather than intent, and I 
urge that ATLANTIS hereby amend its House Rules, as proposed by John McCallum, 
editor of Seren Pip , to wit: 

"Orders for an army moving by convoy must 
specify the route, and only those fleet 
orders for convoy duty which correspond 
with the orders to the army will be valid." 

Example: 

ENGLAND: A Lon— Bel (C) by FRENCH F Eng.

On the subject of orders, I (cgs) would like- to remind all players that owing 
to my inborn stupidity, when you write orders you must tell me explicitly what you 
have in mind. I cannot "read into" your orders. Thus, if you order A Gas— Spa, 
and A Por supports A Gas, you cannot expect me to interpret this to mean A For 
supports A Gas— Spa. You must tell me exactly what you want. 

In particular, the Russian moves for "Spring 1902", 1970C show this problem. 
The Russian player ordered A Rum (S) TURKISH F Gre— Bui (sc). Turkey did net 
have a F Gre, but Austria did. Turkey had a unit in Eul. Was the Russian order 
meant to support the Turkish A Eul in place, or support the Austrian F Gre into Bui 
Either interpretation is possible. This is my problem— I cannot interpret your 
orders because many times there are several very different courses open to me. 

So, in the future. I will continue to rule such orders invalid even though they 
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are due to typographical error, even though I know them to be wrong. 

An extension of this line of thinking would include the situation outlined by- 
Mr. Beshara. After due consideration, I have decided that the convoyed army ! s 
route should be specified, as described in the article. I will still allow convoys 
where the route is not specified, as long as there is no complication such as is 
described, for the games in progress, but all future games, including 1970AJ, must 
specify the convoy route for the convoy order to be valid.
